TO 

Amend the Law of Ejectment in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. Any tenant in Ireland rated at or under thirty pounds 

ordnance valuation may, within fourteen days of being served with 
a notice of ejectment for nonpayment of rent, lodge with or tender 
to the landlord or his agent a portion of the amount of rent or 
arrears of rent claimed. Should the amount so lodged or tendered 
10 be considered reasonable, having regard to all the circumstances of 
the case, by the chairman of the county, the chairman may dismiss 
the application for a decree for ejectment. 

2. If the application for a decree is made in a superior court, 
the court may dismiss the application, provided it is shown that a 
15 reasonable sum has been lodged or tendered within the fourteen 
days. 

3. This Act shall continue until the thirty -first of December one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-one. 
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
